rhe Duvg bill tinks-molt.. L-pray, Sir, ſpare me that one Allufin, tis all 
the trouble I am like to give. you-for your Animals, your Poiſons, 
your Bumpers, Kennels, Kidneys, and ſuch like Flights of your Wir. 
2. You have hereby given me a juſt Occaſion of Keprincing the 
Remarks, which Enow do-under a new Capacity, as a dire& Anſwer 
and perfedt Confurationof your Defence; and, as ſuch, T ſhall leave it 


xo the nofererynpartial and unprejudiced Reader, For | 
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Terms, yet the Application of them is intirely in him ; and he- 
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if any Man, either of Senſe or Honeſty, can think chat you have fa 
any Thing to weaken the Force, or invalidate che Truth of any one 
Paragraph or Sentence in it, I am contented :0 join iſſue with you, 
and to own, That it is as mean a Serible. as ever came irom thy 
Preſs; for ( to ſpeak plain truch ) that mult be verv mean incer?, 
which ſuch a Defence as yours is able to impair or difcredie, And I 
am ſo little concern'd in any Thing you-rhave faid, that had it not 
been for a much better End, viz. The making the Remarks morc 
Publick ; you and your.Defence might have lain long enough, betore 
T could think either worth the taking Notice of.

ou have thought good to take Notice of ; ſo that, if you had plea-

For i can afJure you, it is a much better Defence of the Remarks, than. 
of the Sermens. "This, | {uppoſe, =_ did'not think on, and it may be 
you do not yet know-it ; but in this I ſhall relieve youby an enumes» 
ration of Particulars, and. then take my leave of you. 

I. You tell me, ( p.i. ) That I charge ſuch of the Chrgy as think 
themſelves oblig'd to ſpeak bonorably of the preſent Government with incon- 
fiſtency with their former Gap and Prattices; and then add, If is could 
be but as well proved, as. it «- boldly aſſerted. Well, Sir, whether I have 
proved it or no, T-ſhall leave ta the Reader; but Lam very certain 
you haye proved it end : For* you-immediately rell-me, I 
ſhould bave confider'd what hath been writ in defence of the Clergy 0 
that Charge, by Mr, Johnſon, and the Author of Bibliotheca Politica. 
'This Sir, let me tell you, is a very lucky Choice, and: you could nor 
have. picket out two ſuch Authors for my Purpoſe. For the Principles 
that both of Thew proceed. upon, are diredly contrary to thoſe whiclz.. 
the Gentlemen (whom the Rewarks charges with inconſiſtency) hare . 
aſſerted, preached, and maintained over and. over : Mr. Fobn/on.autt. 
the Letter 20 the Lord Ruſſel conlilt like Fire and Water, and Dr. Sr+ 
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wet's Dialogues and the Bibliotheca are as confiſtent as Contradiaions; 
or as that Da&or is conſiſtent with himſelf; fo that you defend thera 
from inconſiſtency by plainly proving it: For if theſe Gentlemen ju- 
ſKify their preſent Practices by the Principtes of thoſe two Authors, 
then they do it by deſerting and abandoning their own Principles, 
and taat, Sir, ( with your good leave) is Inconfitency with a Witneſs, 
and it you pleaſe down-1ight Apotacy. Burt you tell us, they defend 
them from inconſiſtency by proving; "That Paſſive Obedience, as cry'd 
up in the late Times, was never the Dottrin of the Church of England: But 
by your. Favour, that is more than they, or you, or all your Party, 
are able to prove ; but that is not the Queſtion now, and therefore 
{uppoſe it, what is that to the Purpoſe ? Thele very Gentlemen be- 
lizved and taught, That Paffive Obedience was the Doctrin of that 
Church, and as ſuch prefſed it upon the Conlciences of M:n under 
pain of Damnation. And does not your own Nr. Fobnſon tell one of 
them, (Dr. T:/lo:ſos) That be cram'd Paſſive Obedience down the T hroat 
of a dying Lord? And could you find no Body but Mr. Fohnſon to de- 
fend him from Inconſiſtency ? And Il warrant you Dr. Sherlock, is 
defended from Inconſfiſtency too, by his old Eriend Mr. Feb»ſon. Sir, 
you have the ſtrangeſt way of defending Things that ever was heard 
of : Bur it ſeems even this Defence (luch as it is) admits of Excep- 
tions; for you add, For ſuch of them as might be hurried into that Opinion, 
$y the Current of the Times ; meaning St. 4a b, Dr.Tillotſon, Dr. Burnet, 
Dr. Patrick, Dr. Sherlock, and all the Ecc efaſtical Champions of the 
Ulurpation ; ( for theſe are the Men who held this Opinion are char- 
ged with Inconfiſltency, and whom you undertake co defend from 
it:) Theſe, it ſeems, are the light and inconfiderate Men, who took 
up an Opinion of this Weight with haſte and precipication,and with- 
out due Kepard had to the Nature of it. So that when Dr. Tillotſon 
wrot the Letter to the Lord Raſſcl, when Dr. Burnet wrot his Dialogues, 
| Dr. Patrick his Friendly Debate and Paraphraſes, Dr. Sherlock his Caſe of 
Refi ance, Dr. Stilling fleet his Feſaits Loyalty ; *rwas all Weakneſs and 
Incogicapcy, they iwam with the Streatn, withour eicher Caution 
Yr Conſideration, Now, Sir, if this is all that can be honeſtly ſaid 
or them, *is ſure np extraordinary Charatter, anU makes their Au- 
thority of noYalue in the World. For if Men can be hurried into ſach 
Opinions, by the Current of che Times, who knows but they may 
be fo Rill? And the wiſeſt Man living will never be able to diſtin- 
uiſh, whether their new Opinions and Praftices are the refult of 
Sir udgments, or rhe effe&s of the Times ; and give me leave to 
xell you, That when Men change their Do&rins, with Seafons and 


Opportunities, "tis a ſhrewd Suſpition that the Times make the Doc» 
trincs ; 
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trines'; and if you will derive their Pedigree; they may fay to the: 
Revelation, Thou art our Father. However ſuch it ſzerns they are, and 
awhat is to be ſaid to defend :hew ? Why as to that, you te!] us, [+ 
w1ay be reply d that no Man is forbid to examin his Principles, To examiny 
his Principles? No doubt of ir. But pray, Sir, what do you mean by 
Examining ? One would think that when Men preach Sermozs, write. 
Books, tieat of the Queſtion ex Prof« fo, that s either had, or ar 
leaſt ought to-have exemined them. Upon my Word you make rare 
Men of them, and fit to be truſted with our Conſciences. And this 
is a glorious Defence indeed, that from Year to Year, from Sermon 
to Sermon, from Book to Book, they inculcate theſe Principles, and 
faſte!1 them upon the Conſciences of Men, as eternal and immutable 
D.;trines, and yet never examined them themſelves. Sir, this is a 
lamencable Cale, and vou are very hard put to ir, when you have 
no ocher way to defend them, but what at one Daſtblaſts all their 
Authority, and diſcredies every Thing they have faid fince che Re- 
volution. as well as before: For I crave leave totell you, That meer 
Swearing will never mend a Man's Charatter. And therefore 
you call upon them to much purpoſe, zo lay bold on all Occaſons to: 
commend the preſent Government ; when at the ſame time you have 
taken extraordinary Care that their Words ſhall go for juſt nothing: 
For if the Work believe you, I am certain they neicher will, nox 
can believe them. But for all that, they mult be defended. And you 
yet add, That my whole Charge amounts to no more than this, that ſom® 
of the Clergy were formerly Blind, but now they See. Well | if my Chai ge. 
amounts to no more, yours (you fee) amounts to a great deal morez; 
and you muſt anſwer for it as well as you can. However methinks 
this is a-pretty way to defend them trom Inconſitency.; for what you 
call Blindzeſs and Seeing, | call Owning and Renowncing, and ſotloes alt: 
the World beſides: But you may call it what you pleaſe, your Me- 
taphors mean the ſame Thing ; andthe plain Engliſh is, They have 
forſaken their former Principles, and that is the Incon/iftexcy I charge 
them with, which you frankly own, and abundantly prove ; fo that. 
as far as I can ſee, we are pertely agreed, and there need no more: 
Words about it. *

- Sir, T doubt 
you muſt reverſeyonr-Charadter, and make the Clergy now ſtark Blind, 
if they do not ſee upen what Terms they ſtand with your renowned 
Deliverer, and what great and glorious Deſigns he hath to devour 
them, ſo ſoon as he hath Power and Opportunity. Your Example 
of Scotland,and the Projett of Abjuration, and turning all out hath been 
upon the Anvil, and he hath as good a Will co che Church Lands as 
to his Father's Crown:: But he never durſt pur it torhe 1flue, left ic 
ſhout | diſcover the Weakneſs of his Intereſt. For(togive you one Secret 
more) the Eyes of the'Natien are opened, they fee chemſelves cheated 
and abuſed, and inſtead of Liberties and Privileges, find chemſeives 
made Tools to inſetiable Ambition, and a Morſel tor execrable P- 
ricide. .

Vertue, would be apt to teach Men Caution on this Agccount.s: 
For the World is-mutable, and the many Changes which we have 
ſeen with our Eyes make it not impolſible. but. there may be one 
more ; and it would be a terrible piece of Mortification, rhat chete 
Men muſt be forced to Cry down what they now haſtily Cry up;

Face of che Earth. Which plainly ſbews from whence they had their 
Divinity ; and what fine Doctrin we are to. expe from Sermons 
ftufft with the bokdeſt Reproaches of Crownd Heads that were ever 
heard among Chriftian People. For, as I take ie, that Procept wot ro: 
ſpeak exnl of Dignities, is not limited to a Country, or particular So- 
vereignty, to thoſe only who have immediate and dive Authority 
over us ; but extendsto alt lawtu] Sovereigns and Governors. ' And 
though we owe no Allegiarce ro a Foreign Prince, yer certainly 
we owe him Decency, Reſpet and Modeſt, let him be Friend or 
Enemy. 'The Station and Character he holds, and the Image he 
bears, and the Authoricy he is inveſted with ( which Dr; Sherlock 
rells us is always God's Authority ) are Things tao Sacred t5-be 
Lampoon'd and Burleſqu'd ; ro: be treated with Infamy and Scorn 
by every perulant Tongue. Burt'let' thefe [mooderate' Gentlemen uſe 
their Tongues as they pleaſe, and Rail as long as they will ( and 
perhaps they may think they have a Latirade in that too) they have 
2 very goad Will at it; bur are very-unforcunace withal ;. for it al- 
ways comes home to them, and»turns diredly upon them, as in 
the. prefenc Inltance ; Whether the French King hath fome Reaſons 
and Provocations, with reſpe& to the reſt of his Neighbours , or 
Rone at all ? 'Tis as plain as the Sun, That he hath both Reaſons 
and Prawvcations too, with reſpe& of ns : For if theſe Gentlemen 
will look again, they wilt find that he did not firſt make War upon 
ys, but we. made War upon him ; and that, I ſuppoſe, will go tor 
& Reaſon and Prowvecation. And 'tis extremely Ridiculous to talk of 
no Reaſons, 01 Colour of Provecation, for entering into. a War, when 
we began it our ſelves : And it Reaſons and Provecations mult be af- 
ſign', they ought ta come trom the fir # Aggreſſors. And it will 
Ccertaiiny near Concern ene Conlciences Jt ſome, to have ſome good 
Reaſons ready far!theiemering imo fo expenſive and dangerous a 
War; or elle all the Blood | #har. /hach been unneceſſarily {pile will 
lie ax their Doors, and they will have a'large Account ro make tor 
Ravaging and Depapulating. three Rich and Flouriſhing King- 
doms, mecrly. to farify their infatiable Pride! and Ambicion. I 
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know welt enough-that the Proteſtant Religion is talkt oft, But that is 
meer Pretence, Sham, and Nonſenſe-; a $Stale to delle the Peo- 
ple, and to cover ſomething elſe : For beſides that the greateſt 

of the- Confederates are rank Papiſts (and 'tis the utmoſt 
Folly to think they would enter into a Confederacy for the Secu- 
rity of the Protefaxt Religion.) The two Kings of Sweden and Den- 
mark are as good Protettants ( and a little better 'than thoſe who 
{o much precend- it;) yet had Wit enough to keep themſelves 
out of the Fire : And I defy the Wit of Man to aflign any more 
than one Reaton, and one Provocation, of this terrible War on our 
fide, and nither of them Fu, Honourable, or Neceſſary. The Reaſon 
plainly is the skeening our Neighbours the Dztch ; and our Men and 


1 Money muſt be ſent thither for no other Reaſow, but to ſave their 
1 Pockets, and their Skins; and, I doubt, this will never paſs. for an 


honourable Reaſon arnong Engliſhmen: "That "tis worth fuch prodi- 
gious Quantities of E:ghfh Ireature and Blood to fight their Bat- 
ties, and ſecure their Frontiers ; or that Loo is fuch a delicate Pa- 
lace, that Three Kingdoms muſt be Beggar'd ani Exhauſted to 
the very Bones, meerly to preſerve a Prince's Hunting, and bis Li- 
berty to eat Bread and Cheeſe with a Farmer's Daughter.

whole Nation muſk be ſacrificed to Revenge. that generous Pity: 
and Compaſlion which hath been ſhewn to an Oopreſſed Prince, and 
whom we have infinitely wronged. Whatſoever theretore the Fat- 
terersatalk of Oppreflion, Fraud, Robbery, &c. 'ris none of #b:/e 
that offend us : *Tis not his Oppreflion, but his Piety, is the Ground 
of chis immortal Hatred; and 'tis manifeſt to all, That the Noble, 


Princely, and Chriſtian Succour he hath afforded our injurd King, | 


s more provoking than all the Oppreſſions inthe World. 

To this oe, added RC follows in the ſame 
Sermon. And this ( making War) in a more barbarous Manner than 
the moſt barbarous Nations ever did, carrying Fire and Deſolation, and 
laymg waſte many and great Cities, without Neceſſity, and without Pity. 
Thete indecd are the terrible Effefts of War, bur. then tacy are as 
common as they are terrible : For whatever our Author may talk 
of s more barbarous Manner than the barbarous Nations ever did ; there 
never was any War in the World wheie there wa: not more or lels 
ef this. And there is nothing more common than tor angry Vic- 
tors £@ raze Towns, and plunder the Inizabictants. And had our 


Author underſtooJ any Hiſtory, or knew how to ſpeak Truth, he. 


might have read, That nothing was more Cruzl chan the Wars of 
Sarbarous Nations ; and without going any further, he might have 
found in his Bible, had he thought it for his Purpoſe, That Nebu- 
chadnizar not only burnt Jeruſalem, but carried: away the whole 
Nation of the Fews Captive : And it was uſual in thoſe days for 
Conquzrors te drive a whole Country, and replant ic with their 
own Native SubjeRs ; and the Conqueſt of Samaries is another 
dreadful Inſtance of it. Which (as I take it) is a far greater 
Waſte and Deſolation than. firing a few Towns, and deitroying a 
Crop of Corn, or ſome Vineyards. But perhaps our Auchor had 
not his Bible ready, but might think it more ſuitable io his Cha- 
racter to inform himſelt from News Beoks, and Helwood's Obſer- 
wator ; although another Man in a lefs Poſt than an Archbiſhoprick 
might have thought #hat Book as fit to be conſulted with in the ma- 
king Sermons, as the London Gat ette, or the Haerlem Courant, How» 
ever tiiis plainly thews cthete Gentlemen's admirable Faculty at 
Compariſon : They cannor forbear it, although at the ſame time 
they ſpeak not ene Word of Truth. Fur Compariſons ( whether 
true or faiſe ) make a great Noiſe, and are Fine Strokes, ( as Dyer 
lays; ) and Divines have ſomething elſe to do, nor docs it become 
the Place co dcliver plain Truth in their Court Sermons, In the mean 
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time *twonld be well if all Wars;could be'managed without Wafe 
and Deſolation, but that never was, nor Ter RES Ae erbaps. 
it is impoſſible it ſhould be : And whatever the Caſes are Mmay 
ſeem -tor require it, I do nor think that any Preacher. of them all; 

fit a Judge of Neceſſity and Pity, as the Generals of Armies, whe 
know much better t:1an they what it is that an Enemy can make 
Advantage of And, for my own part, I believe their lodges. in 
the Brcait of a Great and Valiant General,, a Thouſgnd times moza 


no and Pity, chan in a Smgoth-tangu'd Dyvine, wha can preach 


up M-deration when it is a popular Theme ; and; yet.turn out a 
moſt Reverend Prelate ( much better than himſelf) trom his Legal 
and Rightful Poſſeflion, in a moſt violent and. barbarow Manner. 
But ler chat be as it will, .the Compariſon turns home upon them +4 
L-t the French King have carried. as much. Fire as they pleaſe ;. lec 
him have laid Waſte as mazy and great Cittes as they think goo? ; the 
Confederates have not been behind hand with him in good W4l, and, 
have executed ir too as far as they had Power ; and if chey have 
not altogether ſo fully performed it, it; is; not owing to their Pity, 
but tg the Condue and Power of their Adverfary. | It a Man has 
a great Mind to cut my Throat, and very hcaztily Atterapts ir, bur 
through my own Care, Vigilance, or Courage, he is not able to do 
it; I ſuppoſe I am not behtolding to his Vertue, but to vis Impo- 
tency. However, it is not very long ſince we have given ſuth- 
cient Inſtance of our great Py in this kind; apd the laſt Summers: 
Expedition will abundantly exemplify our mighty. Vertue in forbear- 
ing to burn Towns withone Neceſſity. or Pity, when we attempted 
upon La Hogue and Breſt : And becauſe we could do nvhing there, 
for very Anger we boinbarded Np, and bu-nt it to the Ground ; 
a defenceleſs Maritim Town, anvu which was .nzither a- Harbour 
for Men of War, nor Gatifon tor Soldiers, wor held any Magazine 
tor Proviſions and Ammunition, and ( which js more than all 
this) was the only Seat left ſor the Iworefams in Fraxce, and where 
they were very Nutmerous. And you canzor but remember what 
care was taken to publiſh and magniſy. rhe Bravery of this greac 
Exploit, of conſuming a weak Town, anc firing the poor Pro-+ 
teſtants out of their Hoſes; Whereas had it been never fo uſeful; 
the Expedition colt us Fivetimes the Value of it ; and ir is great 
Matcer of Triumph iadced, to boaſt of the Damage ofa Penny we 
have done to an Enemy, though, by the doing of ic, we our {elves 
ſuftain the Loſs of Five Shillings. However, trom theſe Premiſles

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firy and withoat Pity, be more Barbarous than Barbarity ir (lf, we 
muſt rake NE hon ro-our ſelves, for it plainly lies ac'our owrt

of it as no'Age,/Hiftory, nor Nation ( Barbarous or not Barbarous) 
can parallel, What on think. of Sa»ging Priſoners taken in 
War in cold Blood, npon the' Prerence and by the Formalicy of 
Eaw ?

Record, the "meſt hideous Cruelty, and the greateſt Violation of 
the common Rights of Mankind, that eyer was heard of. I Scorn 
ſo much as to take Notice of that Pimphlet wrought in Juftifica- 

rion of it : Ir difcovers fo much of the Foot and the Knave, that it

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i is, has never yet heen ſo far. borowred to check the King, of Spais 
inthe laſt Age, norhe French King in this. And (as I take it ) 
there is ſome difference bztween Quelling Monſtzrs, and Breedi 

them. Ir is true, the King of Spam was lufficiently check'd _ 
qguell'd in the laſt Age; but this great Work was a little too ijluſtrious 
tor the Naſſas's, or any of their Family. Ir was the famous Queen 
Elizabeth, who put a ſtop to the growch of that Adonarch, by the 
Deitruction of the Inwvinable Co—_ and by ſeveral famous Expe- 
ditions into Spain itſelf; and in good truth the Naſſan's, and the 
poor diſtreſſed States, had been probably ſwallowcd up by that Mo- 
narch, had it not been for the powerful Afliftance both of Men 
and Money, which She gave them. And what I wonder made him 
forget Queen Elizabeth 19 a Caſz fo glaring and clear, that all the 
World kng'vs it? Why Queen Elmabeth had a long time been Dead

& Crown upon his Head. A Prince of that great Meekneſs and Hue 
& mility, that a Throne was no Temptation ro him ; nor cou'd he 
* be prevail'd to accepr one that was not his Birthright, tho offered 
© him by the greateſt Importunity by thole who had the moſt unqueſti-n» 
* able Right ro diſpole of it. Of that inflexible Juſtice, that a Flaw,or a 
& Doubt, will make him ſtartle ; and he looks upon thoſe as the 
« wort of Enemies, who would perſwade him to any T hing that 
« is not infinitely clear in Pozzr of Right. Ot that tender Filial Piety, 
* that being incorporated by Marriage into a Royal Family, he Ho- 
© noured his. Wifes Father as his own; and has Gone him no more 
© harm, than be would have done to his own dear Natural Parents 
& upon the ſame Opportunities One, who hath ſuch a mighty 
* Veneration for 77«tb, that he ſcorns to ſlander a Turk, and much 
&« leſs his own Uncle or Father; that conlequently he hath made 
* g00d, and punctually proved every Word ot bis Revoluticaal De- 
© claration, eſpecially relating to the Prince of #. by a thouſand 
« Wicnefles, A Prince, in tine, of that Zzal for Relizion; that he is- 
& mindtul of. all the TEN COMMANDMENTS; but hath an 
« elpecial Regard to the FIFTH, the NIN-FH, and the TENTH. 
* What nced 1 ſpeak of his Mirary Vertues, when by his pure 
* Wiſdom aud Congitt he hath faved whole Armies, Bag and! 
« Baggage and all ; or of his Perſonal Valour, who-always fcorn'd 
« to rurn his Back upoa any Enemnes, and eſpecially the Puny and- 


© Comardly French, but hath rauted-thema-with his very Looks, Now, 


Sir, although there is not one Word of this ſtrictly and literally 
true, however it may haiea Figurative uſe, and ſome:good A.lvan- 
tage may. be made of a very bad Thing, to flatter Men out cf the 
Vices which they have, and into the Ferrues which they have not, 
when they. cannot otherwiſe be deale with. Bur the Flattery, we: 
are ſpeaking, of, is quice. another Thing ; 'tis delivered from the: 
Pulpit as Holy Language, and Sacred Oracles ; and.inſtead of brirg- 
ing Men to. Repentance and Reſtitution, 'tis delignd only. io Sanc-. 
tity their Yices, to Poliſh and Guild over the molt enormous. Ac-- 
tions, to Pamper a hard Conſcience, and to pur a Theological 
Eucus og. the deepelt Crimes ;. That is, in the Prophct's Dialc&. _

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call Fvil Good, and Good Evil. To harden Men in their Sin, and 
tow Pillows under their Elbows. 

And ſo | come to Dr. Sherlock's Sermon at the Temple, Dec. 30. 
which you muſt know was deſigned as a kind of Faneral Sermon on 
the Death of the late great Lady at Kenſimgton ; and this was not a 
Province taken up out of meer Choice, or imgly allotted to him,but 
the univerſal Subje& of all the Sermons in and about the Town . 
for that Day. From whence you are given to underſtand, That 
this was by order and direCtion from their Superiors; and fſo-you 
may take it, if you pleaſe, not for a Religious Commemoration, 
but a Pelirick one, to ſerve ſome Politick End of their Maſters, and 
perhaps of their own 3 and what thoſe Ends are you may ealjiy 
12e, and I ſhall juſt rouch upon as I go along : And truly it looks 
5 if their In{tru&ions had been very particular, -and the Heads upon 
which they ſhould diſcourſe affigwd them ; for they all cell the 
{ame Tale, and almolt in the ſame Words. 

However 1 am now upon the DoRor's Sermen, and what I have 
to remark to you is inchaded in theſe Particulars, As, 1. The Cha- 
raQer he gives the deceafed Princeſs. 2. The Account he gives 
of Providence, in relation to her Death. 3. An Excurſion in Me» 
mory of an old Friend of his. 

I. The Charatter, &c. And here I ſhall do what theſe Gentcle- 
men never knew how to do, if they thought it not for their Pur- 
poſe, and that is, to ſpeak Modeſtly of the Dead ; and therefore 
whatever Perſonal Vertues the Door, or any other, aſcribe unto 
her, I ſhall by no means meddle with : Let them therefore ſay 
what they pleaſe of her Charity, Aﬀability, Diligence, and Devo- 
tion at Prayers, I ſhall never envy at theſe Characters, but hear- 
tily wiſh ſhe had all thoſe Vertues, and many more ; but theſe are 
purely Perſonal, and concern neither Them nor Us. Bat there is an 
Adtion of hers which very nearly affects bers, and which it highly 
concerns them to clear up as a Vertue, or at leaſt ro make it Inno 
Cc:nt ; or elle all her Vertues, if they were a Thouſand fold more, 
will. do them no good : Bur this they are cither pe: fetly filent in, 
or mention it fo very flightly and poorly, as if they were atraid to 
meddle with it; or as if it no way related to her Memory, or con- 
cerned themſ:lves. But theſe Gentlemen celebrate. the Vertues of 
this Great Lady, as the Regicides and rheir Brood defame the Me- 
mory of King Charles the Firſt ; they load him with all the Vices 
they can think on, to juſhfy their R2bellirg againſt and Murthering 


of {im : So chi ſe are full of her Praiſes, that they may vindicate 
their 
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their taking an Oath of Allegiance to her : Whereas thoſe Things 
concern the Caſe neither ot the one, nor the other. The ſingle 
Queſtion in which choſe are concern'd, is not whether he was a 
Ficious King, but whether he was a Lawful one ? So here, the Que- 
tion is not whether ſhe was a Vertwous Woman, but whether ſhe was 
a Lawful Queen? And as to this Point there are ſeveral Things wor- 
thy of our Obſervation ; as, 

+ x. They are fo far from conceiving that the Aſſuming the Crown 
was a Feriue in Her, that the Hypotheſes they pretend ro Excuſe 
themſelves by , proceed upon the clean contrary Suppoſit>n, 
Dr. Sherlock talks of nothing but the wickedneſs of Uſurpation, the 
wickedneſs of them that take the Government,and GoJ's over-ruiinz 
the'wickedneſs of Men. He hath taken abundance” of Pains, and 
faid all that he can, (and much more than is true ) in his Two 
vile Books, to Excuſe the Wickedneſs of Swearing 3; but not one 
fing'e Word to windicate his Powers from Wickednefs, but ſuppoſes 
the dire& contrary; and upon” that Suppokition frames all his Ar- 
guments and Reaſons. A King de fatto is another goodly Hypo- 
theſis ; and thoſe who are craz'd with this Notion, ſpend all their 
Arguments ( fuch as they are) to prove it Lawful to pay Alle- 
giance to ſuch a King ; but not one of them ſays, or thinks, Thar 
'tis Lawful to be a King de fatto : And 'ris im e they ſhould; 
ior a King de fafto is oppoſed ( in their Senie ) to a' King de jure ; 
and a Lawſul King de fatto, is a Contradiction in the very Terms, 
*Tis as if a Man thould fay, Legal Illegality, Honeſt Villany, or 
Righeful Wrong; one of the Terms is a dire& ContradiQion to the 
other. Abdication, let that Word mean what it will, { tor they are 
not yet fully agreed about it ) can extend to none but the Perſon 
Hbdicating ; and theretore in an Hereditary Monarchy, the Right de- 
ſcents to the next of the Line ; and I ſuppoſe, by this time, all the 
World is fatisfied of the Legirtimacy of the Prince of Wales. So that 
let their Hypotheſes be what they will, they all fie- very. heavy 'on 
her; and the Excu'es they make for themſelves, are bur fo many 
broad Accuſations of Her : For let force excuſe as much Submitlion 
as Dr. Sherlock plcates, it can neve: excuſe it felt: 'Let a King de 
fatto warrant as many Qaths as they think fit; it can never warrant 
the invading and exe: citing an Arthority which of Right belongs to 
another : Let Abdicetion jultity the ferring aſide one Prince, it can 
never juſtify che ferring atide anocher, who hath not eAbdicated. So 
that turn their Hypotbejes which way you will, and grant them all 
they demand, 't ney all load wer, in chis Poinr, as herd as the- me 

I me 
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wo Jaokitts, and make this Action highly Faulty by their owrt 
*rinciples:” They are very induſtrious indeed to ſhake off all In- 
juſtice fiom, themfzlves, bur then they do as induſtrioufly lay it at 
her Doos : And any Man,who reads the numerous Pamphlets thag 
have been wrote on this Qccafion, will find; That they are cons 
tented tu lay all the Bame on her,. and her Husband, that they 
may fhift it from chemfelyes. And therefore Dr. Sherlock hath mi»: 
ſtaken his Compliment, which he fo fraakly beſkows upon ſcrre* 
emcng own ſelves, 10 his laſt Sermon, ( Þ. 15.) Her greateſt ard moſt 
tmplacable Enemies had n0 other Fault to charge ber with, but ber Throne :1 
For it is the very,fawt that they themſelves charge her with,and be. 
tore they can quit thei; Hands of it, T ney mult grow #/iſer once mare, 
and wrice,zew Cafes of Allegiance,an give lone new Reaſons,tor all the! 
o(4 Oves Co it a5 plain as Words can do. And if this be a Sign of great 
and izplacable Engiiuy, they malt have the Honour among chem 3 
tor let them Pray and Preech, and Swear never fo much, I dety all 
the 7acobites in Exrope to charge her with more Faults en that ac-+ 
count, than. they have done themielyes And in truth, even in 
their faneral: Sermens, where they have endeavoured to ipeak the 
belt they are able, They mention. it ſo gingerly, that any Man may. 
fee they knew not what to ſay to ir, nor bow to ket it alone ; whi 
is the next Thing I am to obſerve to you. ('is.) x 

2. When they mention her 8aking the Crown, they dait fo nicely, 
al in ſich a Manner, as plaiply ſhews, That they think it requires 
an, Excuſe and Apolagy, and will not admit of a Juſtification. 
Dr. Sherleck ſays, (p, #3. ) She was abways grieved - at the Occafion of 
1aking the Government, and 4s glad to Refgn is. And again,(p. 15.) 
She aſcended the Throne indeed before jhe deſired it ; but was thruft into ie, 
not by an haſty Ambition, but to ſave of ry; Church and Kingdom. | 
ſhall leave.every Man to believe the Truth of this as he pleaſes ; but 
this ſtrongly proves that the Door thought there was fomething 
in the Wind, which: wanted his Rhetorick co make the: beft of it, 
which yet, with all his Skill, he is not able to clear up ; but bath 
lett- a black Mark, upon it, and ſain'd it. with great and evident 
Signs of :Suſpicion ; For let the Occaſion be what ic will, let there. be 
grief or no-grief, Men do not uſe to be very glad 10 reſign any 
Thing, and mygh leſs a Throwe, which they fairly and honefily 
come .by ; and it. ſhe was fo joyful to refig» the Crown; as this 
Gentleman would make us believe, I doubt, it will prove a Sign 
that ſbe her ſelf thought ſhe could not very innocently wear ir. Bus 
to whom, I pray, was ſhe ſo glad to reſign» it ?

and moreover would have ſaved her che Trouble of that terrible 
grief the DoRor talks on : Or why did not ſhe afrerwards, when 
he bad lain ſome Years in.Exi{e and Afﬀigtion (which mult needs 
augment her grief, if he had any betore, or any. Spark of Duty to 
2 tender Parcne ) endeavour to compale the Ditterences and Di- 
ſraCtions, and recancile her Ferher to his Subjects, and his Subjedts 
to him, to gratify her joy, and put an End to her grief 5 Bart this 
tgp is a very fruitleſs and unattive Paſſion, and ſerves to talk on in 
funeral Sermoxr, bit is good fornothing at all bekJes. And I per. 
ceive meer grief and ever/iwz, and uo defire, operate more ftrongiy 
than all the Joy in the Warld: - Nay, it teems, thoſe wonderful Fat- 
ſions operate the clean contrary way, ( as every T hing elſe does in 
Uſurpetion.) For, according to the Doftor, the. was grieved, and 
had no deſire to take the Crown, and yer the taok it}, and kepr it ; 
ſhe was glad to. reſign it, -and- made-nor the -leaft ſtep cowards it : 
It ſeems, theſe Sceprers and Crowns: ave nothing: bur': Moctification 
from one end to the other ; the Oecafion was'prief, the Defire to 
take it ove as all ; and to bedepriv'd of ir' the only Comfort left in

bur this is.an Apology with a Reffe#:on in 'the Belly of it : For if the 
matrer had been clearly and manifel! ty} Juſt; 'whar need is there of 
ſuch *hryfing and force ?. Do Men offer violence 'to their Faculties 
when they do a very fair and honeſt Aion, or ( as fome call ir ) a 
very great and glorious One? Well, but ſhe was thruſt into ir to Save 
8. ſinking Church and Kingdom. And ſuppo'e that, That is ac the 
belt but a gued End, atid if 'the Means be not as gootl as the End, 
the Aftion is Rark rought/; -and the DoRor knows well enough; 
Therg 
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There wasn Perſorrwho thruſt out ' his Hani to ſave the Ark, but 
becauſe he had no Author ity, it coſt him his Lite, and by the im- 
meliate Judgment of Gol himſelf; Princes perhaps may miſtake 
themſelves, and think themſelves qualifted - ro fave Churches and- 
Kingdoms - but if they ſo far miſtake as to thru# themſelves 
through the Bowels of their Parents to do this, l doubt they take a very 
wrong Courſe: And all the Savings he can think"'on, will not 
.jultify the Violation of the Laws'6r God. Nature, and. Nations. 
The DadRtor therefore ought firſt to' have proved, at leaſt to have 
ſaid, ( whether he could prove it-or no ) That ic is very lawful for 
ene Prince to ſeize the Parrimony and Inheritance ot another: 
That 'ris very lawfwl for Children 2g turn their Parents out of Doors, 
and take their Revenues "to themſelves: That *cis very Jawfwd to 
ftigmatize and brand an Infant Prince as fuppelititiqus, contrary to 
their own Knowledge 3 and then ir was time enough to talk” of 
Evds and Deſigns, which no body knows bur themleives ; whatever 
the Pretences -may. be to bring about thoſe Ends. For let them 
have as many Buds as they will, the Laws of God and Nature are 
too Sacred and i{ntielable to be-broken for any Ends, let them be 
good or bad, plain or myſteriobs; 'and-no Man can honeſtly do 
it. O ſave hinaſelf,, and much leſs 'to-ſave other Folks. And this is 
fine Do&rine far the Pulpit-and Funeral Sermons': A Man may take 
anocher Man's Eſtate for the Good- of the Tenants ;- and a Child 
may trample! on. the Neck of his Father, and ſend him a Fegging, 
for the Beneficiof the Family. Yowever this ſhews that the Doctor 
is in great Perplexity, he would fain {ay ſomething, but cannot ce} 
what : He hath wiſed! an-Obje&ion, and leaves it juſt as he found 
it. Implacable Enemties, bad no other Fault to charge her with but ber 
Throne, 'Tolet Implacable, and Enemies alone, as being out” of the 
Queſtion, it is certain that Fault ſbe was charged with, and by them 
who pretend to be her Friends t20 ;: and what hath-the Poor ſaid 
to remove it ? Why the Anſwer is, She did not deſire i, She was thruft 
imo it, and She bad,a wery;good End. And what then? Will any 
of theſe, or all together, change the vicions Nature of moral Ac-: 
tions? Will a Thing materially Evil become exceeding-Good, from: 
apy ReluQtances, 1mpulſes; or : Dehgns of Men * ' 'Lhis is not to 
make Go4l's Law, but human Vaflions and Devices, the Rule and - 
Standard of Vertue and Vice. _ $9 that this isa Faslr, and will be 
a Fault ſtiil, for any Thing the DoRtor hath fajd' to the gontrary ; 
And theſe implacable People are: ac Liberty io charge her wich 
what they pleaſe in this Point ; for the Door hath: no one-lingle :

Word to flop their Mouths. However, ic tdft bs owned thatthls 
& very ſeafonable and faſhionable Divinity, and will ſerve alt Pu 
poles as well as this. For inftance z ſuppoſe any Man' (imple 
Eable or: placable it matters' nor ) ſhoukl charge it as a Fawlr ori 
Dr. Sherlock for taking the Oath : The Anfwer is plain, and at hand, 
Par firlt, He did not defire # ; well, that will be-granted : Secondly, 
He was _ wpo it ; and that I ſuppoſe will be granted too : And 
laſt of all, He did it out of a'good and ſaving End; for to ſave | 
Preferments, or to advance them, will be allowed to be a god 
End. And therefore the Concluſion is plain, That 'tis very lawful 
eo take the Oath, let the matter of ic be what it will. In the mean 
time as to the Matter of this Aion of taking the Throwe, the DoRot 
hath nor one Word to fay to it, and leaves the People to judge as 
they pleaſe of ir; which notwithſtanding is the only Thing con» 
cerning which a Caſuiſt can pronounce and determine : For Deſigns 
and End; are ſecret Things, and are moſt commonly the very wor 
when the bef# is prerended. Cromtwel could pray, and preach coo, in 
great abundance ; and ( if you will believe him ) He did nor defire 
#he Government, but was thruſt upon it to ſave a finking Kingdom, ( as 
he tells chem expreſly in a'Speech ro his Parliament.) And here 
are ewoevery dideoar and black Cireumſtances which Cromwel hins 
ſelf wanted, That in thoſe days there was not a Nataral Father in 
the Caſe. Nor Secondly, The moſt kind and indulgent Father in 
the World. And thereforecommend me to Dr. Wake, who ſpeaks 
2 little more plainly in bis FaneraÞ Sermon, ( p. 19.) She was ſo great 
# Lover of ber Conmtry, and the Intereſt of it, as to' be willing to hazard 
what next ber Conſcience ſhe moſt valued, her good Name, and good Ops 
mon in the World, for the Preſervation of thew. So that it ſeems the 
Buſineſs was nor very repwrable by his own Account ; for *tis ridicu- 
lous co talk of bSatarding of 4 good Nane, and good Opinion, it the 
Thing ie ſelf, in its own Nature, had been of good Fame awd Report ; 
and therefore the Door plainly gives up the Cauſe in chis Poine. 
The Action it ſelf was neither benourable nor praiſe worthy ; for if it 
had, the per forming of it would have been a means to gain 2 good 
Name and Opinion, and nov to hazard it. The Dodtor indeed mink 
ces the mater, and ſpeaks loftly, bu the plain «wn of w——

Dodor- hath at palliating and daubing ; But you are not at all 
wonder at this; for. the moſt flagicious Crimes in the World, it our 
Author can find his Account in them, . by a little turn of ungodly 
Rhecorick, ſhall. be diminiſhed into nothing but Faces and Appear 
races, and I cannot tell what. In the mean time he plainly de- 
ſtrays the Cauſe he deſigns to maintain ; for it ſeems the matcer 1s 
nat lo very clear, but it is encumber'd with, criminal Seemmgs and 
Appearances. And what then, on God's Name, makes them talk 
over and over, and tell the World of the manifeſt Juſtice, and app 
rent Righteouſneſs of their Cauſe, when, according to their own Ac» 
count of it, it carries the Face and Aprearance of Guile ? For, as E 
take it, manifeſt Righteouſnebs, and Jeeming Uncightrouſneſs, is a 
manifeſt Contradiftion. And what makes them .clamgur fo fu- 
rizuſly againſt the Facebites, for ſeeing the Revolution: by ſuch a 
Light which they own it hath the Seeming and Appearance of ? Or 
for thinking of Things in ſuch a manner which they themſelves 
lay they may be. thought capable of ?

of his Commandments; and mterpreting his Providences, aecor- 
ding to thoſe Declarations which God | himfelf bach made in that 
very Caſe. ' And I do not at all doubt to fay, Thar here was as 
great and open .a Breach of the FIFTH COMMAND MENT 
a5 cver was in the World,” aggravated by many and heinous Cir- 
cumftances; as mnaturat lngratittde; triumphing and perſevering 
Im i for a long time : And all the Cammendations theſe Gentle- 
men: give of her great Knowledge, Vertue, and Piety, are but as 
fo many more Apgravations ; as thereby aCting againſt a clearet 
Eight, and bringing a greater Difhonour and Scandal upon the 
Chriſtian Religion and Protetion. However , this 'is the very 
Caſe to which Gol threatens ſhorenefs of Life ; and here we have 
the Matter of thar Threatning plainly exemplified in the unttmely

Fhe' ane is, That from hence Chitdren be admoniſhed to be 
more 4utiful to their Parents, left their Eives alſo are ſhortned, and 
they tor their Diſobedience cut off from the 'Earth in the Flower 
of their Age. Theſe Gemilemen indeed haye taken the contrary 
Method, and fas far as in them lies ) have tore up by the Roots 
all Filial Piety * For if a Perſon, living m the conſtant and plain 
Violation of this Duty, may notwithſtanding be magnified to the 
urmoſt ftreech of Mens Wits and 'Underſtandings, may be recom- 
mended from the Pulpit as a great Examplar of all Verrue, Per- 
fefion, and. Excellence ; and preached up into Heaven by a whole 
Sett” of Divines , *without the leaft guard on” this Head, ot” ny 
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manner of diretion concerning it ;' I doubt rebelliqus Childrere 
will infer for themſelves, and think they may merit abundance of 
Praiſe too, 'and go''ta Heaven at laſt, although they allow them- 
felves in a viſible and ſtanding Breach of a_plain ant neteffary Duty. 
For if unnatural Diſobedience be no Impeachment*ro one Man's 
Vereue, neither is it to another's; and God hath not given. the Fijth 
Commandment to common People only, and left Princes to their 
own Liberty in the matter. And, in goodtruth, theſe Gentlemen 
have been ſuch fairhful Stewards, as to do their beſt ro pray and 
preach all natural Duty out of the World: And therefore 
. The fecond is, To Cautinn all Men from hence to be very care- 
ful how they join with, encourage, fupport or commend ( dire&- 
ly or by conſequence } any Dilobedience to Parents ; left che Fate 
of rebellious Children be derived-co them, and they alfo ſhorten 
their own Days, and bring themftlves to an untimely End. For 
'&s a raPd Caſe, whoſoever is Acceffary to the Guile, is Accefary 
to the Puniſhment too. One 'Man's perſonal Vices become ano- 
ther Man's by his Confent and Approbation, and much more by his 
Applauding and Encouragmg them. How-large and wide there 
fore this Crime of Filial Diſobedience rreaches, 1 ſhall not need ro 
determine; fo'far as this Conſent extends' to particular Perſons, 
the Guilt is Perfonal ; and ſo far as it is National, the Guile alfo is 
National ; and the Fhreatning and Judgment is aMfo as. large, ane 
as extenſive, as the Guile, And there is a Shortning the Days of 4 
Nation, as well as of particular Perfons, by cutting them off from 
being no more a People, or by diveſting them of their Ancient Gr- 
vernment, Conſticution, Privikges, Laws and Franchiſes; wiictr 
is in truth making them another Navzor than they were betore, 
and of another Polity.-I pray God divert bis Judgments boch from 
67g. and trom the whole Nation, and give alt Mer 
iſdom to 'take- early Warning by particular Examples ; that by a 
timely Repenrance they may prevent the Execuriorrot choſe Threat» 
nings which apparently hang over onr Heads, atid are the declar't 
Conſequences and E of our preſent: Aions. For there is no- 
thing. more plain than: that this Nation hath © notorioully violate 
the Fifth Commandment, apon "all Accounts upon which i caft be 
violated ; borh in an unjuſt Rebellion-againſt rhe Civil Porene, ant 
withal at the-ſame time abetring and fupporting an unparalle'd 
Difobedience againſt the: Natural Parerrt.
